Arthur reported today. 


The infantrymen in their fifth

Agno, where the enemy had been 
expected to make a stand, at Bay- 
ambang 22 miles from the gulf. 
They continued south at a pace 
limited only by the ability of sup- 
ply columns to keep up with them.

Fruit and vegetable buyers in 


the New York City area are 
threatening a new kind of blow 
against the black market. 
They 


have notified 
produce receivers 


that if illegal practices don't stop 
by Jan. 15, they will apply what 
they call a "blitz boycott." 


This willl be a- concerted agree- 


ment to refrain 
from buying a 


scarce or desirable item if re- 
ceivers are asking above-ceiling 
prices or forcing the tie-in pur- 
chase of unwanted produce with 
the sale. The buyers will select 
one item at a time that is too 
perishable 
to reship 
elsewhere. 


The produce will rot and the re- 
ceiver wiH take a dead loss. It's as 
simple as that.

Overcharges and tie-in sales1 


Well now, let us see. Economists 


are nose-led by statistics. All their 
conclusions spring from 
figures. 


Let us look behind the figures a 
little, not for obscure facts, but 
to those which are known and 
obvious to every adult alive today 


You walk into a restaurant and 


see a price ceiling list hanging on 
the door. That price list will tell 
you prices have 
not increased 


much the past few years. 
The 


dollar dinner, say, is now only 
SI 25. 


But your senses will tell you a 


far diffenrent story. The portions, 
on the dinner have been cut pos- 
sibly in half. Far cheaper foods 
tyave been substituted. The quality 
has deteriorated from 50 to 100 
per cent. There is no butter served, 
or no ketchup. 


You get a paper napkin. There is 


Tio tablecloth. The service is less 
than half what it was on Uie old 
dollar dinner, as help is not avail- 
able. 


Actually what you get in that 


dinner for $1.25 is le.sss than hall 
what you formerly got for $1.00. 


Is this not a new type of infla- 


tion, yet undetected by the ec- 
onomists who follow statistics? Is 
this not hidden inflation? Are 
you not really getting the old 
60-cent dinner for $1.25 and there- 
fore has not the price been increas- 
ed 100 per cent or more, instead of 
the 25 per cent shown on the ceil- 
ing chart at the door and in the 
government statistics? I

this is undeniable. 


My father could buy for his 


dollar 20 loaves of bread. I can buy 
eight. This is a measure of in- 
flation, but is it all ? The bread 1 
buy 'has deteriorated in quality 
say 50 percent.

pretending this situation doesn't 
exist or is not important No prob- 
lem was ever met that way. 


Furthermore the history of pre- 


vious inflations in Europe shows 
the people generally do not knpw 
they are in an inflation until they 
can look back on it and see in 
retrospect what happened. 


In my opinion, the only thing 


that can break the process now or 
after the war, is the restoiation oi 
sound values. Prices, wages and 
all the other statistics mean little 
when quality of goods and services 
can so sharply deteriorate. Sound- 
ness must be re-established in 
them.

Arrives in Burma 


Myitkyina,. Burma, Jan. 14— 


(Delayed) — (AP) — The 
first 


American convoy 
carrying 
war 


supplies overland from India to 
China in two and a half years ar- 
rived at Myitkyina today. 


The 
historic convoy, the first 


ever to cross Burrma from India, 
covered the first 262 miles of'the 
1,000-mile trip from Ledo on the 
Indian border area to Kunming, 
China. 


Heavy, medium and light trucks 


were loaded 
with 
ammunition, 


jeeps, artillery and ambulances. 
Several drivers are Negros who 
will be the first American ground 
troops to enter China. 


At Myitkyina the convoy will 


wait until either the few remain- 
ing miles of the 
new cut 
road 


from Myitkyina to Tengchung is 
completed or until the last 25 
miles of the old Burma road from 
Namhkam to Wanting is cleared 
of Japanese. 


Cut Off Completion 


The cut off, which is north of 


the old Burma road, may be com- 
pleted by Jan. 22. More than 40,- 
000 Chinese coolies are working 
day and night on both ends of the 
rrmd which pierces 
the famous 


Laoli range which helps form the 
dreaded hump over which allied 
transport planes fly. 


The road 
climbs to 8,300 feet 


over the Pagoda and Pun kin 
mountains and is crossed several 
times by age-old silk trails.

building- machines are Capt. Hun- 
ter Hanks of Alexandria, Ala, and 
Lt. Leo Riordan, Poughkeepsie, N
